THE FLY!" has long 


been a rallying cry among the 
workers for better sanitation, 


purer uygiene and cleaner streets, but 
Its position as a slogan is threatened 
by a new cry of "Slam the mosquito!" 


A bulletin issued by the Philadel- 


phia board of health deals with the 
mosquito question and tells how to 
make the clean up campaign mini- 
mize, if not eliminate, the dangers In- 
separable from the presence of mosqui- 
toes in numbers. It lays stress on the 
importance of killing as many as pos- 
sible of the mosquitoes In the early 
spring, because "every mosquito killed 
now will mean thousands less In the 
summer." 


"By far the best way to deal with 


mosquitoes," says the bulletin, "13 to 
destroy their breeding places. As soon 
as the warm weather comes the female 
mosquitoes, which are the only ones 
which survive the winter, will emerge 
from their winter quarters hi our cel- 
lars, vaults and other damp, dark 
places to seek food and to hunt a place 
to lay their eggs. The breeding mos- 
quito must find standing water in 
which to deposit her eggs. 
If she 


fails In this she soon dies, without off- 
spring. Therefore no stagnant water, 
no breeding places for mosquitoes; no 
breeding places, no mosquitoes. 


"People do not realize that any pud-' 


die' of water, no matter how small nor 
how foul, Is an acceptable breeding 
place for mosquitoes. Where it Is nec- 
essary to have water standing In tanks, 
barrels or other such receptacles, keep 
them tightly covered with fine wire 
screens. Keep cesspool covers perfect- 
ly tight and the vents tightly screened. 


"Where drainage of pools is not pos- 


sible or covering of receptacles Is not 
practicable all standing water shonld 
be covered with a film of kerosene oil, 
which prevents mosqnltoes from breed- 
Ing In It One ounce of oil Is sufficient 
to cover fifteen square feet of water. 
The oil should be renewed once a 
week during the mosquito breeding 
season." 


The bulletin admonishes ftll house- 


holders and residents to take full ad- 
vantnge of clean up time, so thnt 
neighborhoods and Individual premises 
may be made "mosquito proof, fly 
proof and disease proof."

McPJierson Was Beloved bg His Men 


and Idolized by His Officers. 
H 


MONG- the men whose names 


are cherished by TJiiion veter- 
ans and who are recalled to 
mind In loving remembrance 


every Memorial day lew stand higher 
than General James B. McPherson. 
who was killed near Atlanta in 1SG4. 


Some years ago the late General An- 


drew Hickenlooper of Cincinnati gave 
some interesting reminiscences of Gen- 
eral BfcPherson. He said: 


"I was chief engineer of McPher- 


son's corps at Vlcksburg and saw much 
of both McPherson and Grant during 
the siege. I have seen many army of- 
ficers, but never one like McPherson. 
There never was anybody like him. 
Young, handsome and full of enthusi- 
asm, he was the idol of his soldiers. 


"You 
never saw anything like It at 


bis headquarters. He seemed a broth- 
er or a simple, good comrade to his of- 
ficers. He was one of ourselves. 


"I canuot describe to you the feeling 


we had for him. It was something 
more than the strongest friendship be- 
tween man and man." 


The general paused a moment and 


dropped his head. Memory was busy

many years ago. Looking up presently, 
he spoke again: 


"One

'Let the general call one 
of them,' I thought to myself.

nl Strong spoke tip for me and said' 
'Hick hns been out all day nnd Is just 
In. I suppose he's asleep.' 


"'Oh, yes,' said General McPhersoi,, 


'I suppose he is. He must l>e tlral 
poor fellow! I didn't think of that!' 


"Then the general called some othei 


officer and sent him on the errand 
And I lay still, and McPhersou nevei 
knew but I was asleep.

The Villa adher- 
,ents in such places reported that the 


bandit chief was in the habit of pro- 
tecting them but of plundering the 
Carranza sympathizers. 


They complained ithat tCariianza 


commands plundered both Villa and 
Carranza communities without dis- 
crimination — always taking care 
however to announce that they were 
seizing property "in the name of the 
government."

recover title to '.',,200,000 acres of 
land worth more than $30,000,000 
granted to the Oregon and California 
lailroad by the federal government 
fifty years ago, was brought up in 
the house today.

the sale of 800,000 acres c-f land at 
more than ?2.50 an acre, contrary to 
provisions of the original grant.

. And the Flag 


Down In the southwestern part of 


New Hampshire, In Cheshire county, 
there is a village called Nelson. It has 
231 inhabitants. 
AA hen the war of se- 


cession was jfoing on, howe\ er, It sent 
124 men to the front. There is a law- 
yer here in New York named Henry 
Melville, says the New York Times, 
and awhile ago it Deemed to him—he 
was a Nelson man—that it might be 
just as \\ell to present to the village a 
tablet commemoiatmg its lather un- 
usual record in the time of war. So 
he did, and it was unveiled not long 
ago near a little old Yankee church. 
Not many folks there, most likely. 
Melville could not ha\e got from it 
the satisfaction of having a big crowd 
and a hurrah. Any pleasure he got 
from it must have been internal. 


But he or somebodj el«e In Nelson 


was not content vith this celebration, 
and a pamphlet "ft as published show- 
ing the record of these New Hamp- 
shire soldiers. Easy enough to do, for 
there were only 121 of them. Nelson, 
though, had given Us best, its young 
men and its old ones, aud there were 
husbands, fathers, and inajbe grand- 
fathers in tbatMfc "Born in Nelson" 
Is the brief sen,K|»cc appended to al- 
most all dl these ^biographies. There 
was one man not with a Yankee mime. 
He came from Patagonia, of all places 
in the world, and his name was 
Castone. 
Nelson is rather proud of 


him. He was its foreigner. "He was 
not very strong, but he could knock 
men dowii as fnst as they came to him 
till he had them In a pile," says Olin 
N. Wardwell, his camp "buddy," TV ho 
writes a lew regrettably brief lines 
about; him for the record. 


Even Castone "enlisted from Nelson." 


There was a boy from Hardsville, but 
he ran* away from home so that he 
could enlist, being under the legal age, 
and picked Nelson out as a place where 
nobody would know him. Andiew 
Jackson Beal his name was. The Con- 
federates added him to their bag when 
they took Harpers Ferry in 1802. but 
the boy was exchanged or escaped, for 
he stayed in the army, was promoted 
and was not mustered out until two 
mouths after the war was over. 


"Born in Nelson" Is true, too, of 


Thaddeiis Anselo Barker, not a war- 
rior, but a musician. Still, guns go off 
just the same when musieiaus'are ad- 
vancing at the head of their compa- 
nies, and there was a day in the Wil- 
derness when they ordered Thaddeus 
Angelo Barker to the operating table. 
He would not go. He lay there in the 
scrub oak all day long with his broken 
land in a brook and after all did not 
ose it. "But it was never of much 
use"—a right hand, much needed by a 
musician. There was Gram ille S. Der- 


, "born in Nelson," who was one of 


the men who ran down Cemetery ridge 
after Pickctt's lines collapsed and 
chased the Confederates across the 
stricken valley- 
Something a little 


apologetic has to be said about Joseph 
N. Day. He was not "born in Nelson." 
He was an alien from Massachusetts, 
but he had taken the blame off by liv- 
ing In Nelson "for many years " He 
was shot and severely wounded the 
day that Sheridan made that celebrat- 
ed ride to Cedar creek. 


Sergeant Pai fridge was shot one day 


In September, 3%4, and Private J P. 
Foster, "enlisted from Nelson," hap- 
pened to be "near by." So ho "took 
hold of him to give him a lift," he 
says. Giving the sergeant a lift was 
dangerous, and the Confederates came 
across the field and took Poster prison- 
er. Foster tolls of It without any emo- 
tion or any apparent comprehension 
that there was anything out of the or- 
dinary about this lift giving. 


Grave, serious minded men thpy 


were. When *he Burnter nows came 
to Nelson George G. Hardy turned to 
Edwin P. Hunt and Mid, "One of us 
will have to go." There was nothing 
light minded about the way Nelson 
went Into the war with Its 12 V men. 
Hunt was the first man to enlist from 
Xelson. lie A\HP young, but Ilnrdy 
tras middle n?cd and married. Hardy 
tent, jwt the MBC, mid died in the 
It-Id
